This is merely a stock list 
which we adopted as a standard, 
after figuring our approximate re- 
quirements against the time neces- 
sary for factory shipments. 

A large number of hoists are sold 
by industrial supply houses because 
the latter have them in stock. When 
an industrial buyer needs a chain 
hoist, he usually waits until the last 
minute to get it, and then wants it 
in a hurry. He does not usually 
carry extra hoists on hand, and if 
the one he is using breaks, or if he 
needs another hoist to lift the load 
without overloading the first hoist, 
he has to buy another quickly, and 
the distributor who has hoists in 
stock can serve him immediately. 
I had an example of this a short 
time ago. A big press frame was 
blocked in a doorway of an auto- 
mobile plant and couldn’t be moved 
either way. An attempt to get the 
job done with 2 five-ton hoists had 
failed and so it was necessary to 
procure a 10-ton hoist. Obviously, 
this hoist was needed in a hurry. 
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changeability of repair 
parts, and showing 
how you have pro- 
vided for servicing the 
hoists by carrying a 
large stock of repair 
parts.

worn out; they are broken up. When you overload a 
14-ton hoist, for instance, with a job which puts 8 or 10 
times the strain on the driving pinion and gears that is 
supposed to be handled, something is going to break. 

An unskilled factory hand, or a laborer on a construc- 
tion job, pays no attention to rated load capacities on 
chain hoists. We often hear the old alibi, “Well I only 
wanted to lift 1t an inch or two,” when we have found 
out that a hoist has been overloaded. That is the one 
mistake which most often occurs. Because a 10-ton load 
is to be lifted only an inch or two, instead of 15 feet, 
some fellows think you don’t need to use a 10-ton hoist. 
The chain hoist salesman learns very early in the game 
that 10 tons is 10 tons no matter whether it is to be 
lifted one inch or 100 feet. I once saw a %-ton chain 
hoist used to lift a 15-ton “I” beam. The load chain 
was stretched so stiff we could stand it up like a piece 
of pipe in the corner. 


E carry a large stock of both hand and load chain, 

and we have a man in charge of the chain hoist 

parts department who can assemble any length of chain 
that is needed. About 75% of the hoists we sell go out 
with longer lengths of chain on them than they are 
‘originally provided with. Even if longer hand chain is 
not wanted, longer load chains are usually desired. The 
hand chain is special on most chain hoists, and ordinary 
chain cannot be applied for that use. This is the chain 
that is used to transmit hand power to the driving pinion. 
The load chain is that which bears the lifting load. It, 
too, is special, and ordinary chain should not be used. 
One customer re- 
cently required chain 
for a 1'%-ton hoist. 
Because he thought he 
could save money, the 
purchasing agent 
bought common chain 
which did not fit the 
pockets on the load 
sheave. When the 
hoist was put into 
operation, the chain 
bound itself in the 
pockets of the load 
sheave and the hoist 
could not be turned in 
either direction. We 
finally got the order 
for the load chain, 
and the purchasing 
agent was convinced 
that in this case, at 
least, the cheapest 
product he could buy 
was not the most sat- 
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When a buyer is in the

The load chain used on different 
hoists varies. Always find out whether the chain you 
are selling is interchangeable with the chain which a 
customer has been using on his hoists. 


X.7O matter how much chain the customer wants, we 
4‘ never patch or weld the old load chain with a new 
piece. We always sell a complete new length because 
there is no place outside of a chain factory where a chain 
link can be welded exactly to size so it will not bind in the 
load sheave in passing through. In cutting off lengths of 
load chain from stock lengths, mark the tags on each 
piece, so that you know exactly how much chain is in it. 
If you do this, you will not be accumulating a lot of 
small unsalable iengths of chain in the bottom of the 
bin. In repairing old hoists, we never attempt to salvage 
any broken or worn parts by machining or welding, 
because the risk and hazard involved in using parts of 
questionable strength is so great that it overbalances 
any saving. The cost of new parts, which we know are 
safe, is so low that it is usually cheaper to put them in 
than to attempt to repair and install the old broken parts. 

Although it is not necessary for the distributor to 
handle iron and steel in order to sell chain hoists, some 
kind of an arrangement should be made with a steel 
fabricator so that you can furnish 
fabricated “I” beams. We find this 
arrangement satisfactory, profitable, 
and quite necessary to chain hoist 
sales, 

The market for chain hoists is 
wide. Any place where there are 
heavy objects to be lifted has need 
for this kind of equipment. Specif- 
ically, all kinds of contractors use 
chain hoists. Heating, ventilating, 
electrical, hoisting and excavating 
contractors, steel erectors, chimney 
and power-plant erectors, tunnel 
and sewer contractors, and many 
others reguiarly use chain hoists 
where they can put them to advan- 
tage in eliminating hand labor. Ven- 
tilating engineers use them for 
setting ventilating fans, heater 
stacks and for big piping jobs. 
Every power plant, factory, mill- 
wright foreman and warehouse has 
some job for a chain hoist.

Meanwhile, reports continue to come in from various 
sections of the country of hearty approval of the mer- 
chandising and advertising program by both distributors 
and manufacturers, and a goodly number of additional 
subscriptions to the campaign have been pledged. 

Very encouraging meetings of distributors have been 
held in Milwaukee and Indianapolis. At a meeting of 
Western Massachusetts distributors the plan was heartily 
endorsed.

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ANY industrial distributors have be- 
come interested in the market 
offered by industries allied with 

aviation, including airports; airplane, motors, 
and parts manufacturers; and aviation 
schools. More than 1,157 municipal, com- 
mercial, or government fields are in operation 
at present, and 1,002 more are proposed. 
Over 94 prominent manufacturers are en- 
gaged exclusively in the production of air- 
planes, and many more manufacture parts 
for airplane assembly in conjunction with 
other products. The maintenance supplies 
required in these plants are in many cases 
purchased from industrial distributors. Their 
requirements do not differ greatly from sup- 
ply purchases of other industrial organiza- 
tions.

The best way to eliminate 
such notions is to carry a sample which can be used for 
demonstrations. I always do so, because industrial engi- 
neers believe the things they see a lot more easily than 
the things they hear. If they can study a sample until 
they are convinced that the product is manufactured 
properly to give good service, and can apply it to a 
difficult drive, and see it work successfully, the worst 
part of the battle of’a mill supply salesman for V-belt 
sales is over, and so long as the customer’s confidence 
is maintained by fair dealing, you can expect to receive 
repeat orders which will make the business of selling 
V-belts very profitable for both the distributor aiid the 
salesman. 

The best way to dig up prospects for V-belt orders is 
to find out which engineers and industrial maintenance 
men have problems on short center drives which they 
have not been able to solve satisfactorily in the past.

tions for them. One difficult application was on a pul- 
verizer drive in a chemical plant. They had tried every 
other type of drive without satisfaction. After a careful 
survey of their operating conditions, I determined that 
the V-belt would work successfully, and suggested its 
application. After finding that the use of a V-belt com- 
pletely eliminated all difficulties with this drive, the cus- 
tomer was quite willing to discuss the application of 
V-belts to any other services in the plant where we 
thought they might be more economical to use. 

The salesman who goes at the proposition of selling 
V-belts from the angle of selling lowered maintenance 
costs to industrial plants, is sure to meet with success 
because hundreds of tests of all kinds of industrial 
machinery show that for certain types of transmission 
the V-belt is the one kind of a belt that will transmit 
power most efficiently and economically.

We have been distributing rubber and leather belting 
and silent and roller chain drives for a great many years 
and at no time have I ever felt that these lines were 
really competitive to each other. Each product has its 
own particular field in which we can serve our customers 
to best advantage by suggesting its application. It is 
thus necessary for us to handle V-belts, in order to have 
a complete line of transmission supplies for our custom- 
ers. Being in a position to offer without prejudice any 
type of transmission equipment needed by the customer, 
enables you to build up a prestige with the trade because 











of a belt that will transmit power most 
efficiently and economically,” says 
Mr. Lindsay.

There are three different kinds of \V-Belts: full 
molded, mold wound and press vulcanized, and drum 
wound and cut types. Practically all V-belts are con- 
structed so as to group the cords as closely as possible 
to the neutral axis or pitch line of the belt. This per- 
mits all strands to do an equal portion of work and 
prevents extension of some strands and compression of 
others. The different methods of applying this principle 
give us different competitive makes of V-belts. 
Regardless of the make of V-belt, all manufacturers 
use identical belt angles of 38 degrees included angle 
and all are of a similar circular length. This permits 
interchange of one make of belt for another make on 
the same centers. In addition to certain stock sizes 
there are about 2,000 special belt sizes with molds avail- 
able for delivery on specification. Ninety-five per cent 
of our orders are for stock sizes of belts. We are build- 
ing up stock as demand increases. We carry 30 belt sizes 
in stock up to 180-inch in 21/32-inch by 7/16-inch, and 
in 7/8-inch by 5/8-inch. With these two widths and 
thicknesses we can carry from 1 to 50 horsepower by 
use of additional strands without going to larger sizes 
of belt. For economy on heavy drives it is desirable to 
use a larger size belt, but smaller belts: permit smaller 
sheaves and closer centers. (Continued on page 107)

He must have handled his work satisfactorily, because 
the president of the chamber offered him a job in his 
own factory, the H. Dudley Coleman Company, a foun- 
dry and machine shop. Installed as an office boy, Van 
Horn made good. He soon absorbed a knowledge of 
tools and mechanical equipment. Early in his stay of 
eight years at this plant, he took up a night high school 
course in mechanical drawing, which led him into esti- 
mating and pricing work. 

At the end of the eight years, he went with the 
Revere Rubber Company, a hose and belting concern. 
This was in 1895. Here he had charge of the city and 
shipping departments. Although he remained six years 
with this company, in the same position, the business 
grew to such an extent that his position really became 
better and better. Then, too, he continued adding to 
his store of knowledge concerning industrial supplies. 

Another change of positions found Van Horn with 
the P. H. McArdle Company, distributor of machine 
shop equipment. He held forth there for three years in 
charge of the store. By this time, he was pretty well 
versed in industrial distribution, and had begun to think 
seriously of going into business for himself. 

As a result, when he left the McArdie company, he 
took the plunge, setting up his own business, known 
as Oliver H. Van Horn. His line was machine shop 
equipment, and he opened a place at 303 Magazine 
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street, with the magnificent floor space of 15 by 25 feet. 
For the first five years, he did his own selling, covering 
the territory of New Orleans, Mobile to Lake Charles 
and north to McComb City, Mississippi. 

Shortly after starting in for himself, he took on a 
line of transmission machinery, and doubled his space 
by taking an additional one-quarter of the building. In 
spite of this increase, the quarters were inadequate and 
he only stayed there one year. Mr. Van Horn had a 
chance to buy the fixtures and part of the stock of the 
McArdle and Parker Machine Company. The deal was 
consummated and Van Horn moved to McArdle’s place 
at 518 Camp street. 

In 1917 the Oliver H. Van Horn Company, Incorpo- 
rated, was founded and Oliver H. Van Horn became 
president, while two former associates, Edward F. 
Strauss and Edgar J. Haas, became vice-president and 
secretary respectively. 

It was not long before the firm became afflicted with 
“srowing pains” and a piece of ground 85x 170 feet, 
adjoining the establishment, was acquired. The struc- 
ture on this lot had been destroyed, so the present main 
building, 50x 175 feet, was built. A warehouse was 
constructed on the remainder of the property, where 
heavy machinery, tools and bar stock were kept. 

In 1928 the firm opened a branch in Houston, Texas, 
covering all Texas territory. P. H. Griner, formerly 
sales manager at the home office, was (Turn to page 121)

WO subjects receive special treatment 

in this issue of Mitt Supp.ies, both

Let’s Swing Into Line—Now 


EPORTS coming in from various sec’ 
tions of the country showing wide- 
spread approval of the proposed mer- 

chandising and advertising campaign of the 
Mill Supply Industry and the announcement 
that as of July 23 a total of 143 distributors 
and manufacturers had subscribed to the 
plan are encouraging. 


Nevertheless, there is a big job ahead. 
One hundred and forty-three subscribers is 
a very small percentage of the distributors 
and manufacturers who should be sufh- 
ciently interested in this proposed industry 
activity to lend not only their moral support 
but their financial and working help as well. 


Of course, a comparatively brief time has 
elapsed since work started on the proposed 
plan. Many distributors and manufacturers 
have not yet given serious consideration to 
it. Others have approved the plan but have 
not yet sent in their subscriptions. But 
there is need for immediate action on the 
part of such people. The Joint Merchan- 
dising Committee and other distributors 
and manufacturers have been devoting a 
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great deal of time, thought and energy to 
the merchandising plan. They need and de- 
serve more prompt support from those who 
have not yet “kicked in” or put their shoul- 
ders to the wheel in an active way. 


Nearly everyone seems agreed that this 
movement is one of the most constructive 
and worth while ever started in the mill sup- 
ply industry. Therefore, it should receive 
the support of all who are concerned with 
it—and who among distributors and manu 
facturers isn’t? 

Study the report, “Your Committee Rec- 
ommends,” if you haven't already done so. 
Then send in your subscription. When that 
has been done, go out and sell the other 
fellows concerned, on the plan. Again, let’s 
all get together. 


What About the Guarantee? 


HE fact has been called to our atten- 

tion that some mail order houses are 

selling a foreign made saw at prices 
that undersell saws of American manufac- 
ture. According to the information we 
have, the saw is made of cheap material that 
will not hold an edge long enough to do 
even a small amount of work. 


We are informed, furthermore, that a pic- 
ture of an eight-inch saw of this foreign 
make shows plainly that there are pit marks 
on the blade, as well as poorly shaped teeth. 


Our informant quotes the price on the 
eight-inch size of this foreign saw, which is 
manufactured in Germany, and it is ridicu- 
lously lower than that of the same size of 
well known high quality American saws. 
However, it is well to bear in mind that 
manufacturers of these American saws give 
the user the protection of their guarantee of 
quality and workmanship. 


It is well for the industrial distributor to 
bear in mind this latter fact in case he runs 
into competition from this foreign make of 
saws in his selling activities. Ask the indus- 
trial consumer who has been considering the 
purchase of these saws whether the manu- 
facturer offers any guarantee of quality and 
workmanship. A cheaper price means noth- 
ing if the quality of the saw and its working 
qualities are grossly inferior, and the user 
should be so informed. 


Creating a Demand 


FINANCIAL writer in a metropol- 

itan daily newspaper made the state- 

ment recently that “business men are 
confronted now with the problem of creat- 
ing demand for commodities and services 
rather than with the problem of supplying 
the demand that exists.” 


If that statement is generally true—and 
there seems to be a lot to it—just how does 
it apply to the distributor of industrial sup- 
plies? The latter is in business to supply the 
regular needs of the industries in his terri- 
tory for supplies, equipment, machinery and 
tools. He has a big job in supplying those 
regular needs, no doubt, but in justice to 
himself, his principals, and, in fact, his cus- 
tomers, he must do creative work, if he is 
not already doing it. 


For one thing, he is carrying certain good, 
profit-bearing lines, on which he may be 
making no special sales effort. They are 
lines which mean money in his pockets, and 
in the pockets of his salesmen, yet which 
are not among his best sellers. 


Therefore it is his job and that of his sales- 
men to make an intensive selling effort .on 
these lines. The customer must be shown 
in no mistaken way how these lines can im- 
prove and facilitate his production, or how 
they will reduce his operating costs. This 
is no mean task. It requires a thorough 
knowledge of the lines, and real familiarity 
with the customer’s products, plant and 
methods. It requires intelligent and convine- 
ing sales presentation and endless determina- 
tion. But it is a job which, if done well, will 
reap big dividends. 

In the broader sense, every distributor and 
his salesman is confronted with the job of 
so thoroughly selling his customers and pros 
pects on the importance of the service the 
industrial supply house provides that they 
will not only recognize it, but will accept it 
heartily; in fact, demand it. The merchan- 
dising and advertising campaign now being 
developed in the mill supply industry will do 
a great deal to create this demand where it 
does not now exist, if properly supported, 
but meanwhile and all the time every distrib- 
utor and his salesmen must keep pounding 
away on this subject wherever and whenever 
it is necessary.

in our organization has had one 
of these ladders out for demon- 
stration, and the results have 
been very satisfactory. 

In the aviation industry, lad- 
ders are needed when workmen 
have repair jobs on motors, or 
on other parts of an airplane 
out of reach of a man working 
from the floor. As these jobs 
frequently require the work- 
man to spend several hours on 
a job, it is easy to see the ad- 
vantages of a platform step- 
ladder for this work. 

Tubing fittings are also best 
sold by using a demonstration 
board, I believe.

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HE Joint Merchandising Committee of the Mill 
| Supply Business met at the Queen City club in 
Cincinnati on Thursday, July 31, and took sev- 
eral important steps in connection with the proposed 
merchandising and advertising campaign of the Mill 
Supply industry. Official representatives of The National 
Supply and Machinery Distributors’ Association, The 
Southern Supply and Machinery Distributors’ Associa- 
tion, and The American Supply and Machinery Manu- 
facturers’ Association were present at the session and 
participated in the discussion with members of the com- 
mittee on subjects affecting the associations. 

R. W. Procter, chairman of the Joint Merchandising 
Committee, reviewed the activities of the Committee up 
to the time of the meeting.

Archer, the report of the Joint Merchandising Committee 
was read to the representatives of the associations present 
and the support of the three organizations in helping to 
sell the merchandising and advertising plan to distribu- 
tors and manufacturers through group meetings and 
other ways, was secured. 

H. R. Rinehart, assistant secretary of The National 
Supply and Machinery Distributors’ Association, stated 
that he was sure the National Association would be 
glad to assist in selling association members as well as 
non-members on the plan, and advised that he had 
already had correspondence on the subject with Law- 
rence G. Puchta, one of the association’s representatives 
on the Joint Merchandising Committee. 

J. L. Pitts and Mr. Archer stated that they felt that 
the Southern Association would assist through group 
meetings which will be called in the Southern territories 
in the early fall. 

President David C. Jones of the American Association 
suggested that a joint letter signed by the presidents of 
the three associations, be sent to distributors and manu- 
facturers stating that the three associations are back of 
the plan a hundred per cent and asking that distributors 
and manufacturers support it. H. R. Ireland made 
the motion that the list of all present subscribers to the 
plan be attached to this joint letter of the presidents. 

There followed considerable discussion on the status 
of the present merchandising committee from now on. 
Mr. Jones suggested that the status of the committee be 
reaffirmed, and he immediately reappointed R. W. Proc- 
ter, R. M. Gattshall, and D. W. McAllen as American

Mr. Rinehart telephoned to H. H. Kuhn, president of 
the National Association, apprising him of the situa- 
tion, and Mr. Kuhn reappointed C. A. Channon and 
L. G. Puchta to represent the National Association 
under the same conditions outlined by Mr. Jones in his 
reappointments. Mr. Archer communicated with C. W. 
Beckner, president of the Southern Association, and the 
latter reappointed J. L. Pitts and Mr. Archer as repre- 
sentatives of the Southern Association with the same 
powers as those of the representatives of the other 
associations, 

Chairman R. W. Procter immediately reappointed 
H. R. Ireland and F. J. Hofacker as the other members 
of the committee. Thus the entire original Joint Mer- 
chandising Committee was reappointed with full author- 
ity to proceed in securing subscriptions and collecting 
and expending funds in the merchandising and adver- 
tising plan. 

Mr. Procter then formally organized the Joint Mer- 
chandising Committee and appointed the following sub- 
committees: Finance—C. A. Channon, chairman; J. L. 
Pitts, and R. W. Procter. Advertising—R. M. Gattshall, 
chairman; Lawrence G. Puchta, and F. J. Hofacker.

definite conclusion, the readers, all of 
whom are industrial consumers, were 
asked for their opinions. A number 
of interesting replies were received, 
one of which, written by Charles R. 
Whitehouse, Standards Department, 
The Haltzer-Cabot Electric Com- 
pany, Boston, is as follows: 

“George and Frank have succeeded 
in stirring up a question that long 
has been a bone of contention. In all 
fairness to the manufacturer, the dis- 
tributor, and the buyer, I believe we 
should all take the distributor’s part 
in the argument. 

“What is more important than the 
speedy delivery of repair parts when 
machines are tied up, stopping pro- 
duction and sometimes causing the 
layoff of the operator, which quite 
often results in losing a good man? 
This kind of service cannot be gotten 
from the manufacturer, as he in most 
cases is located at too great a dis- 
tance. Is it fair to use the distributor 
only when in a hurry, and to forget 
him and place your other orders 
direct? Let us not forget that he 
does not get his profit from the occa- 
sional order but from the steady flow 
of business, and if he is not properly

ment for which the supply house is 
agent.” 

“With most reliable manufacturers 
there is little or no difference in cost 
of equipment and supplies, whether 
purchased from distributor or manu- 
facturer. For the most part standard 
price lists are. adhered to, subject to 
discounts for the various classifica- 
tions. What difference exists usually 
is more than offset by the value of 
distributor service.” 

“The mill supply house certainly 
does fill an economic function, one 
that most manufacturing plants fail 
to use to their own best advantage. 
The local dealer usually has all of 
the general or standard commodities 
that the plant needs. And usually 
these items are made by the same 
manufacturer from whom the plant 
will order in an out-of-town market.” 

“Manufacturers are only human. 
If they get the bulk of their orders 
direct from the user, how long will 
they continue to sell through distrib- 
utors? And if the distributors dis- 
appear, what will the user do in an 
emergency? Where will he get the 
personal and engineering services 
that he now gets from the industrial 
distributor? Thus the old question of 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
the elimination of the middlemen is 
brought up.” 

“A direct answer to the question, 
‘Do Distributors Serve Industry 
Economically?’ is: ‘Up to a certain 
point, yes; beyond that point, no.’ 
A mill supply house has its place in 
the sun just as does any other legiti- 
mate business, and is in many cases 
a boon to the mill maintenance de- 
partment. The mill supply houses 
have representatives covering the 
various industries periodically, and 
these men soon learn from experi- 


ence what lines are most needed 
and most urgently needed; they 
can anticipate the demand, and 


carry the lines that will enable them 
to serve at a moment’s notice. By 
many years experience it has been 
proved beyond doubt that quicker 
service can be had through supply 
houses than from the manufacturers 
direct.” 

Distributors and manufacturers are 
urged to use the industry slogan, 
“Distributors Serve Industry Eco- 
nomically—Buy It From the Distrib- 
utor.”” Cuts bearing this slogan for

A V-belt is desirable where ex- 
treme quietness of operation and a 
minimum of vibration are essentials. 
As there are no splices, links or other 
complications, V-belts permit the use 
of minimum centers, which prevent 
noise from the slapping of belts. 
V-belts are also desirable under oper- 
ating conditions where dirt and mois- 
ture are prevalent. As a V-belt roll- 
ing into the sheave groove, then flex-

pull with a very low initial tension, 
this high grip characteristic is advan- 
tageous in that it lowers the pressure 
on the bearings, which is the chief 
cause of bearing failure. In dusty 
places, where powdered material will 
get at the drive, a V-belt will work 
| very satisfactorily. It is ideal for use 
under atmospheric conditions where 
explosive fumes are in circulation. 
There are no metal parts in a V-belt 
installation which will strike together 
and cause sparks. 





Where space is an important fac- 
tor in determining the selection of a 
drive, V-belts can be used to advan- 
tage. They not only use short cen- 
ters, but make great use of narrow 
| pulleys or sheaves. Where power 
must be transmitted without sudden 
starting jerks, V-belts will apply a 
steady pull which will start motion 
on delicate machinery with a gradual 
increase of speed. Elimination of 
shocks is a protection to both the ma- 
chine and the motor. 


It is not difficult to determine the 
proper size sheaves and V-belt for 
each application. Consider the phys- 
ical limits of the job first to deter- 
mine the sizes of the sheaves which 
can be used. Then if you are limited 
to small sheave diameters, it will be 
essential to use a greater number of 
| strands of V-belts of a smaller cross 
section. For 90% of all drives, V-belt 
manufacturers offer a complete and 
easily understandable list of recom- 
mended sizes, which reduces the 
salesman’s task to the looking up the 
performance specifications expected 
from the drive on the chart provided 
by the manufacturer whose belt he 
sells.

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a job. Inasmuch as the smaller 
sheaves are usually stock sizes, we 
carry an adequate stock of small 
sheaves. However, the large sheaves 
are often cut special in order to give 
the proper ratio. It is not profitable 
for us to carry large stocks of large 
sheaves because each sheave is cut to 
a particular diameter to meet the belt 
lengths used. The manufacturing of 
special sheaves is a highly specialized 
business, and every salesman should 
know what’ delivery on_ special 
sheaves can be given by the source 
of supply for his house. It is impera- 
tive that the walls of the sheaves be 
machined as smooth as possible, as a 
glazed surface would be ideal to pre- 
vent wear of the belt, and a rough 
surface would invariably mean a pre- 
mature destruction of the belt. 

One other factor should be consid- 
ered by salesmen before making a 
V-belt recommendation. Thorough 
investigation should be made of the 
starting torque encountered on each 
application. Twenty-five per cent 
more belts should be used than nor- 
mal when starting torque is 100% to 
150% of the full load torque. Forty 
per cent more belts should be used 
when starting torque is from 150% 
to 200% of the full load torque. 

The ultimate failure of the V-belt 
does not necessitate a large invest- 
ment for replacement as the sheave 
life is long, and that expense is the 
greater part of the original cost of 
the drive. On a typical job, the cost 
of the sheaves will be approximately 
70% of the cost of the complete in- 
stallation. The replacement of belts 
is a comparatively simple and inex- 
pensive proposition, and no mainte- 
nance care is required. 





In order to insure maximum serv- 
ice from belts sold, the distributor’s 
salesman should know how to deter- 
mine when V-belts have been abused. 
The belt should not ride high in the 
sheave grooves, in such a manner 
| that the entire side surfaces are not 

in contact with the sides of the sheave 

grooves. The top of the V-belt should 
ride flush with the top of the sheave 
| grooves so that the entire side walls 
| of the belt are in contact with the 
| side walls of the sheave groove. To 
| use a V-belt which wastes pulling 

contact is comparable with using a 
| 3-inch flat leather belt on a pulley 
with a 2-inch face. The belt should 
| always have the tight side at the bot- 
| tom. Sheaves should be accurately

the viewpoint of the distributor of 
mill supplies, aviation should have 
considerable interest. Millions of 
dollars are spent yearly for main- 
tenance—and the mill supply house 
carries much of the supplies, equip- 
ment, machinery and tools involved. 
There are no regular channels of dis- 
tribution as yet well established. 
There is no reason I can see requir- 
igg aviation to set up its own method 
of distribution for maintenance items. 
The automobile industry did so be- 
cause existing outlets would not “play 
ball,” did not appreciate their oppor- 
tunity, when the horseless carriage 
made its bid for fame. 

Those contemplating an effort to 
make additional profits by selling to 
the aviation industry should keep in 
mind a few simple facts: 


1. Airmen prefer to deal with 


those informed as to their problems 


and needs. 

2. They require the highest quality 
of material and service. 

3. They can generally use sound 


: : pice 
advice, based on their necessities and | 


on experience in other business, as 
to stock economies, shop methods, 
new tools, and so forth. 

It will be seen that there is noth- 
ing new involved in those points. 
They apply to almost any selling. 
Mill supply distributors can sell to 
aviation if they will go at it sensibly 
and such a source of supply would 
be welcomed by most executives in 
aviation. 

Incidentally, it would be a distinct 
step toward simplification of distribu- 
tion if some existing method of dis- 
tribution fitted itself into the aviation 
problem, rather than allow a new 
chain to crop up. There are too many
